9/1/05. Clarificatino of the new matter rejection was provided in that the new matter rejection is based in part on the 
interpretation of the claimed antibody component as binding to both BCMA and TACI at an epitope within amino acids 
105-166 of SEQ ID NO:4. SEQ ID NO:4 is the TACI sequence. Further, original claim 9 was discussed, which recited 
that the method of claim 1 of administering an antibody component that binds both BCMA and TACI further comprises 
administering an antibody component which binds to an epitope within amino acids 105-166 of SEQ ID NO:4.
